Booneville Receives Save Routes to 
School Grant 


Governor Steve 
Beshear today announced 
funding for a project in 
Booneville to encourage 
and enable children to 
safely walk or ride bi¬ 
cycles to school. 

The $250,000 Safe 
Routes to School grant 
will be used to construct 
new sidewalks along KY 
28 and Amburgey Road, 
completing a pedestrian 
system to and from Ows¬ 
ley Elementary School. 

The project will 
construct new sidewalks 
along Amburgey Road 
extending south to River¬ 
side Apartments and sup¬ 
porting Owsley County 
Elementary School. The 
project will also include 
an entrance to the Owsley 


County Health Center. 
Sidewalks and curbing 
will also be constructed 
along the elementary 
school parking lot. 

Safe Routes 
To School is a federally 
funded reimbursement 
program administered 
by the Office of Local 
Programs in the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet's 
Department of Rural and 
Municipal Aid. 

"This project will 
afford children and their 
families a better opportu¬ 
nity to walk or ride bikes, 
which can go a long way 
toward developing the 
good habits of an active, 
healthy lifestyle," Gov. 
Beshear said. 

Today, less than 


15 percent of children 
walk or bicycle to school. 
The sharp decline in 
walking and bicycling has 
had a negative impact 
on traffic congestion, air 
quality and student safety 
around schools. "Safe 
Routes"addresses these 
concerns and provides 
resources to establish a 
program in your commu¬ 
nity. 

"The people of 
Booneville will benefit 
greatly from this project, 
especially our Owsley 
Elementary students 
who walk to school," said 
Senate President Robert 
Stivers, of Manchester. 
"The new infrastructure

ORDINANCE NO. 04082015 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF BOONEVILLE, KENTUCKY, REVISING THE RATES AND CHARGES 
FOR THE USE OF AND THE SERVICES RENDERED BY THE MUNICIPAL WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM 
OF THE CITY 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Booneville, Kentucky (the “City”), is in the process of arranging to 
finance the constmction of certain extensions, additions and improvements to the existing water and sewer system 
(the “System” ) of the City, and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary in connection with said plan of financing that the existing monthly water and sewer 
rates be increased, and 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF BOONEVILLE, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

Section. 1 Revised Month Water Rates. That the rates and charges for water service furnished by the City are 
hereby revised as follows.

Section 4. All Former Provisions is Confiict Repealed: Effective Date of Ordinance. That all orders, ordinances, 
motion or parts thereof, in so far as same may be in confiict herewith, are repealed and this Ordinance shall take 
effect from and after its passage, approval and publication as provided by law. These rates are to take effect as of 
the May 2015 billing.
